Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative argued that the cited references did not 
teach nor otherwise suggest each and every limitations of the claimed invention. Specifically, applicants' representative 
argues that the Thompson reference teaches away from the claimed invention. The argument is based on statements 
in the specification (Thompson) that it is "necessary" for thermistor elements to be heated in order to provide proper 
results. The claimed invention discloses sensor elements that sense conditions in an ambient environment. 
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
